Mr. Michael Ryan, K.C., with whom was 
Mr. Walter Molony (instructed by Mr. 8. 
H. Derham) applied on behalf of John Foley, 
of Pound street, Sligo, to have made abso- 
lute. a conditional order quashing the judg- 
ment of Circuit Judge Gleeson in a case 
heard at Boyle, Co. Roscommon. 

From the afhdavits read by Mr. Ryan it 
appeared that John Edward Flynn, of Tapp, 
Geevach, in July, 1951, 
against John Foley, claiming £2 arrears of 
rent of a house and £4 for grazing and con- 
acre. Foley served a set-off on Flynn claim- 
ing £7 Ss. in respect of rent overpaid under

The District Justice dismissed 
Fivnn's claim and gave Foley a decree for

Mr. Justice Johnston—That is very interest- 
ing.

Erwin and Mr. Stanmore, and that the dispute 
with the partners still continued. Accord- 
ingly the defendants asked for particulars of 
the directors and shareholders and sharehold- 
ings of this company, and the reply they got 
certainly was not a compliance with their 
request. 

Mr. Molony said that this business had 
been carried on by a Dutch subject, who came 
over here and made a success of it. It was 
sold, and there had been a re-sale of the 
company. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that he was pre- 
pared to adjourn the hearing of the applica- 
tion for an interlocutory imjunction until next 
Tuesday, if the defendants gave an undertak- 
ing to withdraw the picket in the meanwhile. 
Mr. Lavery, on behalf of the defendants, 
agreed to the removal of the picket— members 
of the Union of Distributive Workers and 
Clerks—but said that there was another trade 
dispute in connection with this firm, in which 
the Painters’ Union was concerned. There 
was a separate picket of the Painters’ Union 
on the premises during August and 
September. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that on Mr. 
Lavery'’s undertaking he would adjourn the 
hearing until next Tuesday.

A WATERFORD COLLISION 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE

Mrs. Sarah J. Graham, shopkeeper, Dun- 
more East, County Waterford, and her- son, 
Arthur Graham, appealed from a judgment 
entered against them in an action in which 
the Rev. David Power, C.C,, Dunmore East, 
was plaintiff.

I FISH SAVOURY 


Savoury Fish Mayonnaise is made of flaked 
cold fish, to which is added an egual guantity 
of shelled prawns or shrimps, cut, small. In 
the bottom of small paper cases place some 
cress, fill up nearly to the top with fish 
mixture, coat with thick mayonnaise sauce, 
and decorate with strips of radish or tomato. 

Banana hrs is surprisingly good, and 
can be made in less than tex minutes from 
things always found in a properly stocked 
larder. Take two bananas, half ounce butter, 
one dessertspoon biscuit crumbs, one teaspoon 
chutney, one teaspoon curry powder, two 
tablespoons stock (or, better still, white wine), 
a few almonds, pepper and salt. Have sí, 
neat rounds of fried bread or toast. 

Then dice the bananas, heat the butter in 
a small saucepan, and put in the banana, 
chutney, curry-powder and seasoning. - Cook 
this mixture for two or three minutes before 
adding biscuit crumbs and stock. Cook for 
a few minutes longer, and serve on the 
croutons, with almonds on top. 


SANDWICHES 


Sandwiches, either sweet or savoury, may 
accompany, or follow, a cup of good soup or 
coffee. Among savoury sandwiches there are 
Parsley Rolls, Asparagus Rolls and Cheese 
and Tomato Sandwiches. 

For Parsley Rolls, wash a bunch of parsley, 
remcuve the stem and chop very finely. Mix 
the parsley with butter and lemon juice. 
Spread the mixture thickly on thin bread 
and butter and roll up. ; 

Asparagus Rolls are made by rolling cold 
asparagus tips in very thiu brown bread and 
butter, lightly sprinkled with salt. 

Cheese and tomato filling may be used for 
biscuit or bread and butter sandwiches. Mix, 
with a stainless knife, equal quantities of 
cream cheese and fresh tomato pulp. Add 
to this one small pickle gherkin very finely 
chopped. | 

A novel sweet filling is pineapple and nut 
The piueapple is shredded, some almonds are 
chopped, and both are ‘mixed into a stiffly- 
made lemon jelly, put to set in a square 
mould. When wanted for sandwiches the 
jelly is cut in thick slices and served between 
| pieces of bread and buiter. 


DELICIOUS WITH CHOCOLATE 


A delicious sandwich filling to serve with 
chocolate (which isn't half appreciated im this 
country as & drink) is made of whipped 
cream mixed with chopped walnuts and a 
very little chopped glace ginger. This tooth- 
some mixture s ae be spread on wholemeal 
‘bread. i 

Really substantial savoury dishes may be 
contrived with stuffed vegetables. iese 
take some time to prepare, but they are well 
worth the trouble. he same stuffing may 
be used for onions, turnips and cauliflowers. 

It is made in the following proportions: 
llb. sausage meat, llb. minced steak, Ib. cold 
mashed potatoes, 4 pint milk, 1 egg, salt and 
vepper. If you can get ready the stuffing and 
Bika it standing for six or eight hours before 
it is required so much the better. 


STUFFED VEGETABLES 


For stuffed onions use Spanish onions of 
uniform size. Peel them, cut off a lid and 
fr scoop out the inside of each onion. Fill the 
onions with stuffing, replace the lids and tie 
them on securely. 

Place the onions side by side in a shallow 
saucepan containing a small quantity of 
browned dripping and butter mixed. Brown 
them all round, turning them with 
two forks. Then add a little stock. 
Put on saucepan lid and simmer for one 
hour. Serve the onions on a flat dish with a 
sauce combined of the gravy, a little Bovril, 
tomato ketchup and seasoning. 

Stuffed turnips must be peeled and par- 
boiled (and save the stock). Then scoop, 
fill, replace lids, and fry a golden brown in a 
saucepan. When: they have reached this 
stage let them simmer, adding a little of the 
stock from time to time. Serve them like the 
onions, but omit Bovril and add an extra 
quantity of ketchup to the sauce. 


CAULIFLOWER 


Stuffed cauliflower is really the other way 
about. Strip off the leaves and parboil the 
flower. Then cover it with the forcemeat and 
place it in a basin already buttered and bread- 
crumbed. 

The basin is then stood in a pan of boiling 
water, Boil one hour for each Lib, weight of 
stuffing and vegetable. The water must be 
kept boiling the whole time. This dish should 
be served with vegetable stock.

The bibliographer reminds us that 
“The Shuiler’s Child ” was a landmark 
in the Irish dramatic movement. I might 
add that although O’Kelly’s plays have 
been acted by the Abbey Theatre Com- 
pany appreciation of his work came late 
in that quarter. It was the much less 
well-known combination, the Theatre of 
Ireland, that first staged ‘‘ The Shuiler’s 
Child ” and other plays of his, and those 
who saw it will long remember Maire Nic 
Shiibhlaigh’s “ Shuiler.” O'Kelly had 
the heart of a child, the inner vision of 
a seer, and, although he died compara- 
tively young, the understanding of an 
old man. . He was, I think, born in 
Loughrea, and he loved his Connacht: 
but he was just as much at home in 
Nelson street in Dublin or on the plains 
of Kildare. He.was as shy and, except 
with intimate friends, as reserved a man 
as ever I met. For a spirit so sensitive 
as his, he got peculiar satisfaction out 
of crowds at race meetings, political. 
demonstrations, and open-air sports; but 
I remember that boisterous roughness 
hurt him to the quick, and it was the 
variety and life and humanity of the 
crowds that attracted him. His friend- 
ship was something to treasure, and I felt 
loud-mouthed ranting pained him as much 
as the evils against which he broke the 
dramatist’s lances, but even these he cast 
as a most gentle knight. He died at work 
as substitute for his friend, Arthur 
Griffith, and it was a sad day for Irish 
letters when he was borne through Dublin 
to his final resting,

ANY people who consider that they 

MI have been charged too much for com- 

modities go home and “ring up 

the offices of the Prices Commission. Then, 

when they are asked by the Controller (Mr. 

E. J. Riordan) to put their complaints into 

writing their enthusiasm for justice wanes; 

the great majority of complainants take no 
further action in the matter. 

This was Mr, Riordan’s summing-up of the 
situation in an interview with an /rish Times 
representative yesterday. He thought that 
some people were afraid that. their. names 
would be made public if they sent in a com- 
plaint in writing. This, however, is not done, 
unless they are looking for a refund of money 
paid to the shopkeepers. The question of vague 
complaints arose when Mr. Riordan was shown 
a report of a veeent meeting of the Donegal 
Mental Hospital Management Committee, 
according to which Mr. J. P, M‘lvor stated 
that he was prepared to visit Dublin at his 
own expense to give ' facts and proofs to the 
Prices Tribunal that will open their. eyes.” 
Mr. M‘ivor was speaking during a discussion 
on a tender for building received from a Free 
State firm. He added that “it was scan- 
dalous the way Free State firms were fleecing 
the public,” Later, on Mr. M‘ivor’s sug- 
gestion, seconded by Captain J. Scott, it was 
agreed to submit the figures for the contract 
which had been discussed to the Prices Com- 
mission. 

The Prices Controller said that he had not yet 
received any complaint from Donegal Mental 
Hospital Committee. ‘The Commission,” he

FLOUR AND BREAD 


Asked when the report of the Commission's 
inquiry into the prices of flour and bread 
would be available, Mr. Riordan explained 
that many difficulties had been encountered 
in the course of the investigations, but that 
the report would probably be published dur- 
ing the next few weeks. One of the diffi- 
culties which the Commission had met with 
was the varying systems of bookkeeping used 
by flour-milling companies. This had neces- 
siated the design of a model system of book- 
keeping, by which the millers had been asked 
to keep their accounts for a specifiell period. 
Some millers and bakers had submitted 
audited accounts, but in other cases it had 
heen necessary to have accounts checked by 
inspectors before submitting them to the 
Commission. 

“We really need more help from the 
general public,”” said Mr. Riordan, “if the 
Prices Commission is to make itself a really 
useful body. As Controller, I can only act 
when I receive a specific complaint set out in 
writing. Very little date-is required—just 
the name and address of the shop where the 
purchase was made, the article purchased, 
how much was paid for it, and the date on 
which the buyer alleged the overcharging.” 

He thought, however, that the existence of 
a body for the control of prices acted as a 
deterrent to. overcharging in many cases. 
‘The many new tariffs would bably have 
formed an excellent background for an cver- 


charging ramp under ordinary circumstances,” 
he said, ‘‘and I know of quite a uamber of: 


cases in which shopkeepers have reduced their 
prices when realising that they were likely to 
attract the attention of the Prices Control 
Office. In fact, some of them have teen quite 
frank about the matter, and have admitted 
that they have reduced charges which tkey 
could not justify,”’

Wheat was, be- 
cause of the inducement of a very high price, 
grown year after year on the same land with- 
out adequate manuring. The only fertiliser 
available was the occasional summer fallow, 
aided by the exhausting stimulant of lime. 
The consequences are well known. Some of 
that land has scarcely yet regained the fer- 
tility it then lost. A recurrence of similar 
conditions will produce similar effects, If 
the policy of the Senator's party prevails— 
to kill live-stock production—there will be 
no alternative open to the farmers but to 
return to the old methods. 

As Mr. Quirke is such an ardent student 
of agricultural conditions, I would recommend 
him to read two recent publications. They 
are: “ Land Everlasting,’’ by “ Street,” and 
‘* Peasant Europe,’’ by “ Tiltman.’’ The first 
should help him to explode many of the 
fallacious ideas expounded by his party leaders 
as to the employment resulting from wheat 
roduction under modern conditions, and the 
atter should make him realise the conditions 
that have been brought about in those peasant 
countries dependent mainly on grain-growing.

Because 
of having no market for live stock the peasant 
depends mainly on grain production for a 
livelihood, Having little live-stock, they have 
little manure, and, necessity obliging them 
to grow wheat year after yeas on the same 
land, the soil has become exhausted, although 
naturally fertile. In consequence, the yields 
have fallen to the very low level shown above, 
and are still falling. 

Though, naturally, living conditions vary 
as between one of these countries and another, 
in general, as shown by ‘ Tiltman,”’ they are 
deplorably low. Money is now practically 
non-existent, and anything bought by the 
farmer has to be got by a system of barter. 
So many bushels of corn for a cooking vessel, 
etc. They cannot buy clothes or boots, and 
cover themselves with crude home-made 
cloths and boots. Because of their dire 
poverty they often are without tables or beds, 
and they sleep and eat on the floor, which 
they share with their few live animals. These 
peoples are among the most. enlightened in 
Europe. Do we want to bring about such 
standards and conditions here ? 

This is not an attempt to decry the policy 
of wheat growing. here is no special 
reason why we should not include wheat. 
oftener in our rotation—provided, of course, 
that manured land is available. But we 
cannot have manured land if we do not have 
live stock also. There is no fortune in 
growing wheat at present prices, but it is 
one of the only things which brings in real 
money now, and the farmer might as well try 
to get some of the money back which he pays 
in tariffs and subsidies to the much pampered 
industrialists and others,

BUY TURF CAMPAIGN 


- 


DEVELOPMENT OF 
NATURAL RESOURCES 


“By using turf in your homes and eom- 
mercial offices you will bring work and com- 
fort to the population of our Irish bog-land 
districts,’’ said Dr, Henry Kennedy, director 
of the Irish Turf Development Board, and 
secretary of the 1.4.0.8., when he broadcast 
on the subject of ‘‘Co-operative Turf 
Societies: A New Feature in Irish Rural 
lafe”’ from 2RN Station last night. 

Financial conditions, Dr, Kennedy ex- 
plained, had resulted in an intensive study 
of the development of natural resources 
throughout the world, With regard to the 
development of turf as a fuel, this was not 
so intensive in many European countries 
possessing a larger bog-area than that of 
the Irish Free State, because other sources of 
fuel were available. Finland, which had a 
much larger beg-area, had also vast tamber 
resources, which outweighed the necessity 
of intensive turf development. Germany, a 
country with extensive turf deposits had 
also ample resources of timber and brown 
coal, With the Irish Free State it was a 
different story; theirs was a country with 
very little resources of timber and a re- 
stricted coal output. Hitherto the use of 
their abundant resources of tuarf-fuel had 
been restricted to the rural population. It 
was the object of the present turf campaign 
to secure the extensive use of turf to urban 
and commercial consumers.

The Bijou Dwelling 


A complaint was. made by Sir Edwin 
Lutyens during his presidential address to 
the Wigan Education Society that the 
modern home is nothing better than a 
sardine-tin. The inhabitants of such 
homes, he thinks, only retain an appear- 
ance of comfort while they are not dis- 
turbed, in the same way that sardines 
wear a look of content until the intrusion 
of the fork. His protest is justifiable on 
some grounds,’ mainly wsthetic; but it is 
difficult to visualise an alternative to these 
‘‘ sardine-tin homes,’’ .In these days of 
rapid building schemes the old-time 
spacious home has become an anachronism. 
Peopls no longer fee] the need of extensive 
basements under their houses, and, even 
it they did, the money is not always there 
to meet the bill; During the reign of 
Victoria the transporting of a meal from 
the. kitchen ‘to ‘the dining-room was a 
laborious affair, involving, the use of 
service lifts and other mechanical con- 
triyances; and even with the help of these 
arrangements the food very often was cold 
on arrival. The modern home, with its 
kitchen next door to the dining-room, 
salves this problem immediately.

The fact that they 
are one’s own undisputed property will 
counteract their shortcomings in the 
niatter of space. 


Mental Homes 


While prisons are said to be emptying in 
the Free State, it is a disturbing fact that 
the lunatic asylums are being filled. The 
process, as any local authority will admit, 
has been going on for years, and in some 
districts the problem of overcrowding has 
‘become very serious. We could do with a 
thorough investigation into the spread of 
insanity in Ireland and its possible 
causes ; but in the meantime we must con- 
fine ourselves to doing the best we can for 
its victims: Mr. Sean T. O’Kelly had 
some sensible things to say on the subject 
yesterday at Limerick, when he laid the 
foundation "stone for a new wing of the 
mental hospital there. Although the treat- 
ment of insane people has improved greatly 
within the last twenty or thirty years, we 
agree with Mr. O'Kelly when he pleads 
for still greater humanity in the system. 
As he says, patients no longer are herded 
together in prison-like buildings ; but even 
now many of them ate treated almost like 
criminals in one. respect—they must be 
certified and admitted on a judicial 
warrant. He suggests that a scheme of 
voluntary admission might be made to 
take the place of the present system, and 
certainly, if the reform were workable, it 
would remove some of the stigma that 
attaches to these unfortunate people at 
present.

The meeting gave sympathetic hearing to 
Mr. Nicholson, Portstewart, and Mr. Thomas 
Greer, Dungannon, who asked the Association 
to endeavour to secure the better preservation 
of Ulster’s woodlands. They particularly re- 
ferred to the proposed cutting of the wood 
at Mount Sandel, Coleraine, which was not 
only one of the most historic, but most 
beautifully wooded sites in Ulster. 


INCREASED BUSINESS 


Reports of the results of the season’s traffic 
were read, and were considered to be very 
satisfactory. .

A deputation representing Wexford Harbour 
Board waited on Wexford County Council to 
ask the Council’s assistance in the carrying 
out of a £170,000 scheme for the improvement 
of the harbour. 

Mr. R. Houston, Chairman of the Harbour 
Board, said that last year the County Council 
had been good enough to grant the proceeds 
of a ld. rate in the £ towards the improve- 
ment of Wexford Harbour. In connection

ARREST OF TWO SUSPECTS

With the arrest at Annemasse, on Lake 
Geneva, to-day of two men suspected of 
being accomplices of the assassin Kalemen 
aud the narrow escape of a third suspect 
at Fontainebleu, the French police believe 
that all the missing details connected with 
the Marseilles crime will speedily | be 
cleared up. | 

The suspicions of a bar tender in the 
railway station buffet at Fontainebleu 
actually led to the arrests. He informed 
the ,police, who questioned a dubious- 
looking customer, and, though the man 
managed to slip away, the police were 
able to find out that he and two other 
foreigners had bought tickets for Evian 
the previous night. | 

The Súreté Nationale at once rang lup 
the police at Ammemasse, Thonon and 
Evian, and early this morning two men 
with Czechoslovak passports were arrested 
in an hotel near Thonon. | 

The men had reached Thonon yesterday 
evening and booked two rooms in the hotel. 
They then went out to get a drink at a 
café, and as they spoke bad French they 
asked a man there to help them. The 
man happened to be a police officer, who, 
becoming suspicious, shadowed them.

HE fact now made public, that M. 
Barthou was driven alone in a taxi- 
cab to. hospital after he had been shot, 
with a policeman on the running-board as 
his only companion, is evidence of the 
state of confusion that reigned imme- 
diately after the attack in Marseilles on 
Tuesday. : 
After the shots had been fired. M. 
Barthou opened the door of the car him- 
self and got out: A Marseilles business 
man, M. Dubar, who had ‘remained on the 
pavement when the other spectators fled, 
stepped forward and asked the Minister 
if he were hurt. i 
M. Barthou did not reply, but showed 
his wrist, from which the blood was pour- 
ing. M. Dubar tried to staunch the wound 
with his handkerchief, and led the injured 
man to the pavement. 
A policeman, alarmed. at M. Barthou’s 
pallor, then helped him into a near-by 
taxi-cab and accompanied him to the 


hospital. 
The bullet had shattered the wrist and 
pierced the humeral artery, causing 


violent hemorrhage. A tourniquet was 
applied and the injured Minister was 
taken to the operating room and given an 
anesthetic. The wound was cleansed and 
the fracture set. 
M. Barthou regained consciousness a 
little later, but he showed such signs of 
weakness that blood transfusions were 
resorted to without success, Gradually 
his heart-beats grew fainter, and at 5.45 
p-m. he died. 


KING ALEXANDER 


King Alexander lived for forty-five 
minutes after being shot, according to the 
police report received to-day by M. De 
Saint Paul, the Marseilles magistrate 
charged with investigating the attack on 
the King and M. Barthou. 

The first doctor to reach the King’s side 
was Major .Herivaux, of the French 
Colonial Army Medical Corps. He was 
standing in mufti outside the Prefecture— 
where the King was taken immediately 
after the shooting—when an official came 
out and asked if there were a doctor 
present. 

Major Herivaux responded. He found 
that the King had been hit by two bullets, 
one of which had entered the right side and 
torn a long wound upwards through the 
chest, and the other had perforated the 
No heart beats could be heard. 
The -weapon used by the assassin, 
although technically described as an auto- 
matic pistol, was really a miniature 
machine-gun, capable of firing 280 shots a 
minute. Belts of ten or twenty cartridges 
could be used, and the bullets could be 
fired either one by one or in a continuous 
stream, 

Kalemen used a belt of ten cartridges, 
which he fired one by one, the better to 
take aim. All ten cartridges were spent.

Minister, will lay a wreath upon the 
catafalque on Saturday morning.

Mr. Cumiskey is aged twenty- 
seven, and has a young wife, as well as two 
children, with whom he lives at Trinity 
Gardens, Drogheda. He is employed as 
a traveller by the Drogheda Oatmeal Com- 
pany. 

This morning Mr, Cumiskey left his 
employers’ offices at Constitution Hill, 
Drogheda, at about 10.30, and walked to 
the garage where he kept his car, He took 
his car out of the garage, and was seen 
leaving the town a little later.

IRISH PEER’S DEATH 


LORD MONTEAGLE OF BRANDON 


We announce with much regret that 
Thomas Aubrey Spring-Rice, third Baron 
Monteagle of Brandon, died in a Dublin 
nursing home yesterday. He was the 
only son of the second Baron Monteagle 
and Elizabeth, eldest daughter of the late 
Dr. Butcher, Bishop of Meath, and was 
born in 1883... 

Lord Monteagle was educated at Eton 
and at Balliol College, Oxford. In 1907 
he entered the Diplomatic Service, being 
appointed Attaché at Petrograd in the 
following ‘year, and promoted Third 
Secretary in 1910. Thence, in 1913, he 
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Lonp MoNTEAGLE OF BRANDON. 


was transferred: to Washington, and in 
1917 was promoted Second Secretary. 
His next appointment was on the British 
Delegation to the Peace Conference of 
1919 in Paris. In 1920 Lord Monteagle 
was First Secretary at the British Em- 
bassy in Paris, whence in 1921 he passed 
to Brussels. For his services in Belgium 
he received the Order of Leopold of 
Belgium, and in 1926 he was created 
C.M.G. From 1924 to 1930 Lord Mont- 
eagle served at the Foreign Office, latterly 
as Counsellor of Embassy. 

Lord Monteagle was an . enthusiastic 
musician an accomplished pianist, and 
was’ intetested in Irish literature. He 
succeeded his father in the title in 1926. 
Himself unmarried, he had done much to 
promote the welfare of Foynes, where 
Mount Trenchard, his residence, was 
situated, and to forward the general 
industrial movement. : 

The new Peer is the late Lord Mont- 
eagle’s uncle, Commander the Honourable 
Francis Spring-Rice, R.N. (retired), who 
was born in 1852, and married Elizabeth, 
daughter of Sir George Fitzgerald, nine- 
teenth Knight of Kerry. His wife died in 
1922, and he has one married son.. The 
new Peer was educated at St. Columba’s 


College, Dublin, and entered the Royal

N his speech at the opening of the Motor 
Show at Olympia to-day, the Duke of 
Kent, replying to congratulations on his 
engagement, said he hoped that Princess 
Marina would accompany him when he 
visited the next Show. 

Referring to the new cars, the Duke 
said :—‘' I am glad to see that the use of 
various devices to increase safety on the 
road has been the keynote of your 
designers and engineers. I am told that 
the motor industry in the past twelve 
months has been able to expand its trade, 
both at home and abroad, to such an 
extent that it has been possible to take 
off the unemployment register and re- 
place on the pay-roll some 100,000 men. 

‘This is most satisfactory and has been 
possible by -the foresight, initiative and 
determination of the leaders of the motor 
industry, who may well be proud of what 
has been done.” 


FOREIGN BUYERS | 


In the first hour 400 foreign buyers 
visited the Show, and orders were booked 
for Spain, Holland and France, and 
during the day a number of other home 
and foreign contracts were made. 

Features of the Show are the stream- 
lining of cars, an increase of power, over 
sixty per cent. being of 16 h.p. or over, 
and more cars with independent springs. 
synchronised gears or semi-automatic gear 
boxes, draughtless ventilation and roomier 
bodies, and cars that will be more silent 
in running. 


SMOOTH OUTLINE 


Streamlining has been achieved by a 

combined effort of body-builders and 
chassis-designers, so that changes have 
been made in. body-work and in 
mechanical details. Among the various 
terms employed by manufacturers to 
describe this attempt to obtain smooth 
outline are airline, airstream, aero- 
dynamic, freeflow, airflow, and aeroline, 
all of which mean a car designed to travel 
with the least resistance to the air. 
The curves are not confined to the front 
of the ear, but are incorporated in the 
general design to secure a smooth contour 
throughout. It is an important extension 
of tendencies which have been apparent 
for some years. Streamlining, however, 
has been adopted in a modified form by 
some manufacturers, articularly with 
regard to British aes which have 
established’ a reputation for reliability 
‘during the present season, and these are 
substantially the same except for detai! 
improvements... — 


SAFETY FIRST 


There is a tendency towards a more 
forward position for the radiator, engine 
and body, and slanting radiators and ex- 
tended tails are noticeable. In this desire 
for curves the long, straight bonnet is not 
so prominent, and in the case of sporting 
cars the driving position is more upright 
than the lying down position, which has 
been favoured in recent years, This has 
énabled a greater degree of safety to be 
attained, as a clearer forward view is 
given, particularly of the roadway 
immediately in front of the car. It is 
claimed, too, that the more ke am posi- 
tion enables a greater measure of control, 
and is a more natural attitude than the 
flat posture. 

There were few surprises among the cars 
on show; for manuiacturers have given 
up the custom of reserving improvements 
until the Olympia Show, and the details 
of most of the exhibits were known before. 
hand. Indeed, 1935 cars have been seen 
on the roads for some weeks, but there was 
at least one vehicle which had an element 
of surprise. It was known that one of 
the British firms had something new up 
its sleeve, and it leaked out that it was 
a novel form of independent suspension 
for the front wheels; but it was not until 
to-day that the details were fully revealed. 
It turns out to be a system of enclosed 
coil springs working in an oil bath in 
conjunction with hydraulic shock absorbers. 
It is not an optional fitting at an extra 
cost, but is to be supplied as the standard 
system for the whole output of the model 
concerned. 


THE. GREY CAR 


There are fewer dark coloured cars this 
year than during the past few years, when 
dark blue or black were prominent. This 
year various shades of grey seem popular, 
and in this respect manufacturers are 
complying with the expressed wishes of 
motorists, who have found that the lighter 


jcolours necessitate Jess cleaning than the

The change to lighter colours 
thus has its utilitarian side, and is not

t has been described as a big car show, 
and undoubtedly there is a tendency for 
cars. to become rather larger. There are 
small ears there, but most of them are a 
size larger than before, and manufac- 
turers have taken advantage of the British 
taxation changes which come into opera- 
tion next year to produce models of larger 
size which will pay the same tax as 
smaller cars at present. Next year the 
scale of taxation is to bé 15s, instead of 
£1 per horse-power, so that cars of 10 
horse-power will pay £8 instead of £10. 
This accounts for the appearance of many 
new models rated at 10 horse-power or 
over, 


AMERICAN VEHICLES 


The object of the taxation concession was 
to enable British manufacturers to produce 
cars of Jarger horse-power, such as are 
necessary. for the overseas markets. The 
change in taxation has had another effect, 
which may not have been foreseen when it 
was introduced; for it has encouraged 
American manufacturers to renew their in- 
vasion of the British market, and there 
are more vehicles of trans-Atlantic origin 
available than in recent years. 

In addition to the Show at Olympia, 
there is an exhibition at the Albert Hall, 
where the Ford Motor Company has a dis- 
play of its new cars, which range from the 
amiliar small model to large service 
vehicles. Pride of place is given to the 
new ten h.p. model, which has been pro- 
duced to meet the demand for a car with 
the most commodions body that can be 
fitted to an engine of that power, and it is 
a noteworthy example of'a modern family

This is one of the concessions secured 
by the Free State Government in the 
agreement which was reached by. them 
after negotiations with the Spanish 
Government at Madrid some months ago. 
The agreement fixed the quota for Free 
State eggs imported into Spain during 
1934 at 11,000 metric quintals, including 
those eggs, amounting to 486 metric 
quintals, which had been already im- 
ported from the Free State. The provi- 
sional quota agreed upon for the first 
quarter of 1935 will operate unless an 
alternative agreement is made before 
March ól. 


SPANISH PRODUCE 


The Fre State Government, in return, 
has guaranteed that Spanish produce shall 
not be subject to extra Customs duties or 
higher rates of duty than at present, and 
that, in the event of quotas being applied, 
Spain’s proportion of the total imports 
into the Free State shall not be reduced. 

The Free State Government promises 
also to take all necessary measures to 
prevent wrongfyl use of the geographical 
appelations of wines and fruits produced 


in, and exported from, Spain. These 
wines include Sherry, Malaga and Tarra- 
gona. : 


The agreement has been confirmed by 
correspondence between Mr. J. P. Walshe, 
Secretary to the Free State Department of 
External Affairs, and Sefior F. de Ranero, 
the Spanish Ccnsul-General in Dublin.

GOOD YIELDS IN ALL 
COUNTIES 

The report of field experiments conducted 
by the Department of Agriculture in the lyear 
1953, just issued, is of particular importance 
to the farmers who at present are preparing 
to sow wheat, and who are, isé na dea 
anxious to know what their returns from 
the crop are likely to be. 

Eighty-five years ago one acre in every six 
under arable crops in Ireland was in wheat. 
It is certain, therefore, that there is little 
arable land in the country which in years 
gone by did not produce good wheat crops. 
That the land will at present produce 
splendid crops of wheat is proved by} the 
results of over 350 experiments carried out 
in every county in the Saorstat and described 
in the report mentioned. But the principal 
way in which the report will be of assistance 
to farmers is in the information it projwides 
as to how each of the four principal wheat 
varieties under test yielded in the farmer's 
own county and on different types of foils. 
Of those wheat crops which were grown 
after a manured crop Yeoman IL. gavé the 
lowest. average yield of 21 cwt. per statute 
acre, while the Lighest average yield! was 
234 ewt. from Queen Wilhelmma. The pther 
two varieties, Squarehead Master and | Tron 
Master, were imtermediate between {these 
two im yield. 

The result of the cultivation of wheat on 
lea land over eight years old shows remark- 
able uniformity of the yields from trials con- 
ducted at 58 centres. Wheat can be |sown 
with confidence on old lea. The average 
yield of 193 cwt., or just short of jeight 
barrels per statute acre, is particularly patis- 
factory, in view of the fact that at a number 
of centres the crop was sown rather láte in 
spring, and that the land was not im many 
cases ploughed as early as is desiraljle in 
the case of Jea land. 

These experiments were carried out 
average land in each county, and the crop 
yields obtained are of the standard Which 
any farmer may expect from his wheat} crop 
grown on moderate had and without unusual 
treatment in respect of manuring or »ther- 
wise. The market and the price for fwheat 
are both guaranteed. ; 

At the prices fixed by the Government and 
on the basis of yields obtained in the ex- 
periments in question, wheat offers a} most 
attractive return, and farmers who haye not 
yet definitely made up their minds td grow 
the crop should make immediate preparation.

FIFTY-ONE PIERS 

Whereas many of ‘the world’s largest. 
bridges embody not more than two to six 

iers in their superstructures, the San 

rancisco-Oakland Bay Bridge proper—that 
is, the actual bay crossing, without reference 
to trestles or ramps at either end, which in 
themselves involve more than two miles of 
elevated construction—includes 51 piers, seven 
of which are bents or columns on dry land, 
and the remaining 44 under-water hanáil, 
tions, The towers of the suspension bridge 
will be from 478 to 520 feet high, and the 

lers range from 100 to 218 feet in depth 

he deepest pier of the bridge goes 235 feet 
below the water surface, 

Methods were designed by the chief 
engineer and his staff by which the con- 
tractors were to conquer the deep water and 
deep rock in order to make stepping stones 
to support the towers, When State Director 
Kelly awarded contracts to low bidders, it 
took bold contractors, with complete faith 
in the chief engineer, to accept the hazardous 
task of sinking piers by new methods far 
deeper than any piers had ever been sunk 
before. The contractors gambled millions of 
dollars on their belief in the State's 
ag “so ~~. 

ow all the deep piers have been sunk to 
final elevation, save one, which is now more 
than half finished. 

The bridge will have 152,000 tons of 
structural steel, 30,000 tons of reinforcing 
steel, 18,500 tons of cable wire, one million 
cubic yards of concrete, 1,300,000 barrels of 
cement, 4600 tons of asphalt, 200,000 
allons of paint, 317,000 tons of rock wall, 

000 lineal feet of timber piles, and 

50,000,000 feet board measures of lumber. 
_ Each individual tower of the bridge stand. 
ing more than 700 feet high from the base of 
its pier on the floor of the bay to its tip 
represents a construction job comparable to 
that of a great skyscraper sixty. storeys high. 
Six thousand five hundred men are employed 
over a three-year ‘period, with a total of 
54,850,000 man-hours, 

The most picturesque character counected 
with the bridge building has been Mr. 
William 8, Reed, the world teenie deep-sea 
master diver and inspector of submarine con. 
struction. His duties were principally to en- 
sure a clean, solid bearing at the bottom of 
the bay for the caissons, so that concrete 
peat might obtain a clean sealing with 
Mother Earth for the bridge piers. He 
worked under & pressure of $00 pounds to 
the square inch, carrying with him 185 to 
200 pounds of diving gear. While in the 
“Tron Doctor,” the compressing chamber, 
Mr. Reed had to adapt himself slowly to de- 
creasing pressure as he approached the 
surface. 

“ While I am in the ‘Iron Doctor,’ he 
said, “I usually sleep, but can read or listen 
to the radio while I am getting back to 
normal from the undersea pressure, There is 
a telephone also, and I can talk freely to 
the outside when I desire. Usually I take. 
a cup of broth and go to sleep in the com, 
pression chamber,’’ 

Sydney Harbour Bridge, which was opened 
in March, 1932, is the greatest single arch 
bridge in the world. It crosses the harbour 
in a single arch span of 1,650 feet. It took 
seven years: to build, and cost £9,000,000.

Blood feuds have been the rule for cen- 
turies in this area, but now the Court of 
Elders is persuading families to accept £30 
““blood money ” instead of taking vengeance 
for a murdeved kinsman. Feuds which have 
lasted 100 years and cost as many as 70 lives 
have been settled once and for all by this

Most fends start because a pretty 
woman rund away with her lover or is 
‘‘stolen.’’ But the men involved never admit 
in Court that a woman started the feud, 
They say to the po “He drove my 
cattle away” or '“He walked cver my mow- 
ing grass. 

Thirty lives were lost in a feud started 
when a beautiful girl named Ajeshina ran 
away from her hysband and her lover was 
caught and killed Yet her name was never 
mentioned when the murderers were tried.
